( Num 14:26-38) The people complained and God did not allow any of that generation to enter the 
Promised Land. 
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(Num 16) The people complained twice, and the ground opened up and swallowed some, then a 
plague was sent and it killed 14,700 people. 

( Num 21:4-6 ) The people complained about a lack of food and water and about the bread God 
miraculously sent from heaven and God sent fiery serpents among the people that bit them and 
many died. 

Thank the Lord for His forgiveness through Jesus for sins such as complaining. Let us guard 
our tongue and speak things which will bring glory to God and build our testimony to others of 
the blessings God has given us. 
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
